LONDON, Nov. 8.—1 am now able 


to »lve the full story of the notorious 
Zlnovlov letter, which did «o much to 
cause the debacle of the labor party 
at the recent election, and how the 
foreign office and Prime Minister 
himself came to r)8k their reputations 
on what It iu now alleged was a fake. 
It seems quite certain that the let* 
tor wa« a fake In the sense that It 
never was sent nor was Intende dto 
be cent to the British communists, 
but It was genuine In the sense that it 
came to the British authorities from 
a trusted man In Moscow, who ob- 
tained It from the office of the thlrJ 
Internationale. 
This also explains the statement In 
last night's official communique that 
the original letter never had 1-een pro- 
duced and no British government de- 
partment had seen anything but the 
vopy. 
For eome time the British admiralty 
has had an extraordinarily successful 
agent In Moscow, who on several oc- 
casions supplied them with most con- 
fidential Soviet documents. In. some 
cases even direct from M. Trotzky's 
room.- With the aid of a commissar 
he managed to get inside the office of 
the third Internationale and photo- 
graphed the Zlneovlev and a number 
of other documents, and succeeded in 
sending the photographs to, England. 
On this statement of facts and rely- 
ing on the accuracy of his previous 
work, the British officials accepted 
the Zinoviev letter as genuine 
It is now learned, however, that the 
Soviets suspected -what the man was 
doing and planted the letter for him 
to photograph as a test. In order to 
make the fake look more trustworthy 
the Soviet officials embodied in the 
text a recent order sent by M.( Zino- 
viev to the German communists 
When the letter arrived with the 
other documents in London the sect ?t 
service paid little attention, as It was 
receiving similar information 
every 
day, but the foreign office fjumppd at 
the document because it bore the date 
of September 15, and if genuine the 
Soviets were 
bieakmg- their agree- 
ment in the treaty to cease propagan- 
da In England 
While the foreign office was pro- 
paring a note to the Soviets the secret 
service circulated the document m the 
ueual way to th« military naval lu- 
thorities, with a warning to be on the 
lookout for Soviet propaganda, and 
they, in turn, sent it to the divisional 
and fort commanders One of these 
officers showed it to his wife, who 
mentioned it to a person in contact 
with conservative headquarters and 
Mr Moy'.e of the conservative pubnc- 
it\ department got hold of a. copy and 
gave it to the Daily Mail 
Meanwhile, the foreign office inves- 
tigation was proceeding in the usual, 
unhurried fashion 
Prime Minister 
MacDonald had agreed on the neces- 
sity of publication if the letter proved 
genuine, and he was confirmed in his 
>elief that it was genuine by police 
nformation that the communists In 
England were concentrating tremen- 
dous propaganda in the army and 
avy. It is also stated that one of 
tis secretaries authorized the final 
ublication 
After the electoral defeat an Inves- 


tigation wa« conducted by a •,-ommlt- 
teo of four, 
Mr. Mncdonald, Arthur 
Henderson, Viacount Haldane. and 
Lord Parmoor. 
The chief witnesses 
were Sir Borlas* Child, chief of th« 
secret service,

Mr. MacDonald grilled them, try- 
ing to get admissions on how the leak 
occurred to the Dall yMail and the 
conservatives, and obtain the name of 
the first Informant.
